ROOSEVELT WEARS 
PISTOL TO PREACH 


Has Revolver in Pocket as He 


Masons in Wash- 
ington. 


PLEA FOR UPRIGHT LIFE. 


Washington, D. C., June 8.—[ Special. }— 
Persons who were present this afternoon at 
the laying of the corner stone of the Masonio 
temple, which is to be erected at the corne: 
of Thirteenth street and New York avenue, 
say they have the evidence of their eyes that 
President Roosevelt carries a revolver. Ase 
the grand master workman stepped forward 
to tle the Masonic apron around the presi- 
dent’s waist he drew back the tails of Mr. 
Roosevelt's coat. He fumbled slightly, hav- 
ing apparently encountered some obdstruc- 
tion. Then he drew the coat tails back far- 
ther to loosen the strings, and the cause 
of the obstruction became apparent. It 
was the butt of a big revolver resting in the 
president's right hip pocket. 


Uses Historic Trowel and Bible. 

Interesting facts in connection with the 
corner stone ceremonies were that the gavel 
and trowel used were the same ae those used 
by President Washington in laying the corner 
stone of the United States capitol building 
Sept. 18 1798, and the bible wae that used by 
Fredericksburg lodge No. 4 of Virginia when 
President Washington became a member of 
the fraternity. 

In his address the president urged on his 
hearers the necessity to do their duty every 
day. This, he said, was the best way to up- 
bulld the nation. 


Tells Story to Urge Duty. 

To emphasize his declaration that opportu- 
nities were often overlooked he told a story. 

I remember down in the village where 
I live,” he said, there was a decent but 
dreamy young fellow, a little apt to spend his 
time in thinking how well he could have 
led his life under other conditions. His 
mother was a hard working woman, and one 
day he was reading in the paper an account 
of a fire in New York and the heroic deed of 
a fireman in rescuing people from the burning 
building. His mother was busy around the 
room. Soon he put down the paper and said, 
with a sigh: O, how I would like to rescue 
somebody from a burning building.’ 

“ His mother answered: Well, I'll tell you. 
This building is not on fire, but if you will get 
in the kindling wood, T be obliged to you.’

There was a good deal of anxiety last night 
at the local headquarters of the American 
Musicians’ union over the news that Prof. 
Galetti’s band would arrive today in New 
York. It was to play, it was announced, at 
a local amusement park. 

Early in the afternoon President Johnson 
of the Chicago musicians’ local received this 
message from the New York union officials: 

“ Prof, Galetti's band will arrive here to- 
morrow on way to play in Chicago amuse- 
ment park. Do not permit them to play 
under any circumstances. They are non- 
union, foreigners, and foes to organized 
labor.“ 

Several more urgent telegraphic messages 
passed between the union musicians of the 
two cities. 

Meanwhile a score of clerks in the United 
States immigration bureau in New York 
were trying to locate Simia, the place from 
which the band was supposed to come. They 
had eliminated every country they could 
think of in their researches by 5 o’clock in 
the afternoon and still were working, though 
Saturday is a half holiday. In the absence 
of definite information and in order that 
union interests might not suffer, it was de- 


amusement park at 8 o'clock this afternoon. 


Band Admitted to Be Nonunion, 

President Johnson gave the union’s ulti- 
matum to the managers of the amusement 
park last night. 

We'll quit,“ said he. This band is non- 
union, and we won't play in the same park 
with it. Furthermore, you are violating the 
United States immigration laws by importing 
foreign labor into the country.” 

President C. R. Francis of the amusement 
park declared he had entered into a contract 
with the band, and that he was powerless to 
act. He admitted that the members were 
nonunion. 

Johnson then ventured the information that 
he was in telegraphic communication with 
the United States immigration officials, and 
that the musicians would be arrested, to- 
gether with their manager, on thelr arrival 
at New York. He deolared prosecutions 
would follow. 


Explanation Averts Strike. 

An hour later he received this measage 
from the department of immigration: 

Tour complaint must be a mistake; we 
have nainformation regarding band.“ 

Johnson wired back a plea in behalf of the 
union, demanding that “every boat unload- 
ing passengers in New York be searched.” 

A meeting of the executive board of the 
union was called and the decision was made 
to make a test case of the affair. It also was 
determined to call out the é¢ighteen union 
musicians playing at the amusement park to- 
day. The latter were instructed to prepare 
for a short vacation” until the manage- 
ment came to time.“ 

At 12:80 o’clock this morning thie message 
was received from the New York local of 
the musicians’ union.

and insulting conductor Mable for damages, 


Calls Attention to an Evil. 

The decision, rendered by Justice Gilder- 
sleeve, upholds a verdict of the Municipal 
court awarding $750 damages to Abraham 
J. Danziger, who sued the Interborough 
company after he had been treated toa 
choice example of incivility by an elevated 
express train guard. 

The suit brought by Danziger was the me- 
dium of forcing upon the attention of the 
courts the increasingly insulting and dis- 
courteous demeanor of car guards and con- 
ductors in New York toward passengers. 

Complaints against the incivility of con- 
ductors have become so common that they 


the first time in which a passenger whose 
feelings were outraged sought redress at 
law. 
May Make Conductors Courteous, 

The important feature of the decision is 
that it holds the company for which the dis- 
courteous conductor works responsible for 
his incivility. It was to contest this ruling 
of the Municipal court that the Interborough 
company appealed. 

The Appellate court ruling clinches the 
responsibility of the company for the be- 
havior of its employés toward passengers, 
and it is expected to have a material effect 
upon the safety and comfort of street car 
travel in the future.

TAKING OF TESTIMONY AT FLAN- 
DREAU, s. D., BEGINS. 


Witnesses Tell ot Bruises on Body of 
Servant Girl for Whose Death Mra. 
Kaufmann Is Held — Undertaker 
and Superintendent and Nurses at 
Hospital Tell Practically the Same 
Story of Wounds When on the 
Stand. 


Flandreau, S. D., June 8.—[Special.]—The 
trial of Mrs. Emma Kaufmann on the 
charge of having murdered her young 
housemaid now is in progress, the jury hav- 
ing been secured early this afternoon. 

The first witness called was Arthur A. 
Snashall, a Sioux Falls undertaker, who 
prepared the body of Agnes Polreis for 
burial. 

Miss Ganet E. Larson, superintendent of 
the hospital where the girl died, was the 
second witness. She described the nature 
of the wounds and told what had been done 
for the girl during the time she was in the 
hospital, She testified, among other things, 
that the bruises upon each of the shoulder 
blades were black and of a gangrenous ap- 
pearance, This condition will play a con- 
siderable part in the defense. 

Miss A. M. Thornberg, a professional 
nurse, who had cared for the girl, gave prac- 
tically the same testimony. 

These were followed by Miss F. E. Coutts, 
a professionali nurse, who also was connect- 
ed with the Sioux Falls hospital. She cor- 
roborated to a great extent the testimony 
of the others. 

She stated that Miss Polreis’ eyes were 
sunken, her face pale, and that there were 
scratches upon her chin. She saw the girl 
for the first time after she had been taken 
from the woman's ward but before the 
wounds had been bandaged.

NEGRO CURSES PLANTATION OWN- 
ER—BATTLE FOLLOWS.

Black Boy’s Anger Leads to Bloody 
Encounter Near Yazoo City, Miss.— 
Planter and Three Other White Men 
Are Shot Before Negroes Are Slain 
in Bombardment of Cabin Where 
They Sought Refuge—Armed Posses 
Rush to the Scene. 


Yazoo City, Miss., June 8.—[Special.}]—In a 
fight on Kirk plantation, thirteen miles 
southeast of here, today three negroes were 
killed and four white men shot. The sheriff 
of the county has gone to the plantation to 
prevent further bloodshed. 

The trouble started this morning when D. 
D. Kirk went into a field where a negro and 
his three sons were at work and gave them 
orders about their work. One of the negro 
boys cursed Kirk, who struck the negro. 
The other negroes attacked Kirk, who ran 
to his house fora gun. The negroes, whose 
cabin was nearby, got their weapons and 
Ared at the fleeing man, wounding him. 

Kirk's brothers, Wash and Cy, and J. T. 
Cheatham, were attracted by the shots, and 
hurried to the field. As they approached the 
negroes fired on them, hitting all three. Al}. 
though wounded, the three men returned the 
fire and killed one of the negroes. The 
others barricaded themselves in their cabin, 
threatening to kill any one who should ap- 
proach. Word was sent throughout the 
neighborhood, and soon scores of white men, 
all heavily armed, arrived. They surrounded 
the cabin and fired into it until two more 
negroes were killed. 

It is stated here that, beside the three ne- 
groes who were shot to death, two negroes 
who took their part were hanged. Posses 
are being formed to go to the Kirk plantation 
to help if any further trouble arises,

“Then on various parts of the lawn I 
built more flower beds, shaped as five pointed 
stars, eagles flying, gates ajar, broken col- 
umné, pillars of immortelles, andharps. Va- 
riety, variety everywhere—that is the thing 
to seek. But always one must remember 
the laws that govern art are the principles 
of unity. Else, what's the use?

When these flower beds had been laid out 
I sent in an order to the Baldwin Locomotive 
works of Philadelphia to cast some life sized 
horses and a statue, also in cast iron, of Tim- 
othy D. Sullivan, to be placed along the 
walks, with some iron greyhounds for the 
side yard. 

Even before the Baldwin people had com-

She said that when Walsh ar- 
rives “com Paris she will have him served 
with summonses, not only in actions for dam- 
ages and for recovery for alleged breach of 
contract in sums equivalent to those named 
in the suits which she was induced to drop 
three years ago, but in an additional suit 
for $100,000 damages for alleged slander and 
defamation ‘of character. This will bring 
the total up to nearly $500,000.

LEADERS GO TO FORMER TAM- 
‘MANY BOSS FOR ADVICE. - 


Urge Him te Enter Parliament and 
Join the Home Rule Group—In In- 
terview He Says Islanders Are at 
Last United—Movement to Give 
Preference to Irish Goods Grows— 
Prosperity Is Rapidly Increasing— 
Points Out How Americans Can Aid 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, June S.—No one takes a keener 
or more sympathetic interest in the present 
Irish political crisie than Richard Croker. 
Moreover, is no one who is more inti- 
mately consul or whose advice is consid- 
ered of greater value by the leaders of the 
Irish parliamentary, party than the former 
leader of Tammany hall. 

‘The suggestion that Croker should join 
. Trish 3 representatives in 

the house of commons was the outcome of 
the spontaneous desire of his Irish compa- 
triots. Although his active participation 
in the advancement of Ireland's interests has 
been thus far refuted by Croker, it Is still 
hoped by a large section of the Irish public 
that his objection may be overcome. 


Irish at Last Unilted. | 

Mr. Croker today, after attending the horse 
show and taking tea with John Redmond, 
discussed the chief points in the Irish situa- 
tion in the following terms: 

There is no disposition in Ireland to carry 
the present agitation for home rule to the 
int of violence. The present nationalist 
bers of parliament have full confidence 
im the Irish home rule party. I anticipate 
no split between the anti-sectarian and cieri- 
cal divisions of the party. The United Irish 
league will retain full control of the home 
rule movement. 

“The home rule cause as a whole is stronger 
in Ireland today than when Gladstone's bill 
wae killed by the house of lords. I believe 
this sentiment is Gully shared by Irishmen in 
all parts of the be. 

“The movement for advancing Ireland’s 
commercial interests by giving preference 
to all Irish goods has become a factor in the 
situation and should be earnestly supported 
by the Irish in America, for what is this but 
home rule in a small way? 

“The practical course of Irish-Americans in 
the present moment is to contribute liberally 
to the home rule cause. The Irish members 
No cause 
cam be properly advanced without working 
funds. Polttically the  Irish-Americans 
might advance the cause if they had sufficient 
power in America to influence the govern- 
ment to bring pressure upon Great Britain 
by retaliatory tariff or other treaties. 

Irish Prosperity Grows. 

“Trish prosperity has on the whole been 
increasing in recent years. This is due to 
two causes, partly to the continued emigra- 
tion, which is reducing the strain upon the 
limited capacity of the country to support a 
large population under the present land sys- 
tem, and partly to the patriotic movement 
above referred to at home and abroad in sup- 
port of Irish industries. 

„The British government is most unwise 
in refusing home rule to Ireland. If it were 
granted Ireland would become one of the 
most faithful colonies of the crown.“ 


NOTED DOCTOR HITS DRUGS. 


Sir Frederick Treves Says Bottles Will 
Soon Be Scarce on Physicians’ 
Shelves—Praises Nature Cures.

CHINA aug AUTO RAGE 


MONGOLIANS SUSPECT PLAN TO 
DEVOUR THE NATION. 


Preparations for Great Ruan from Fe- 
king to Paris Negotiated Slowly 
Because of Wariness of Mandarina, 
Whe Think Autoists Are Going to 
Bulld New Railway Without Lines 
or Wheels—Contest Begins June 10 
~Hardships Are Many.

LONDON, June 8.—Peking advices state 
preparations are nearly complete for the stu- 
pendous automobile race from Peking to 
Paris, to start June 10. A long, powerful 
and swift caravan now is ready to cross the 
vast Asiatic continent. The last days before 
the start will be devoted to the final equip- 
ment of the cars, all being loaded with a cargo 
of small bamboo rods, ropes, and light pul- 
ers. In fact, these automobiles are being 
supplied with the complete equipment of an 
Alpinist about to make an ascent of many 
thousands of feet. 

The race practically will be a climb over 
the mountains and through impossible 
passes. The cars sometimes will be pushed 
and dragged by men and mules, and in some 
places will have to be completely raised 
from the ground and carried on the shoulders 
of an army of cooliles. 

Twenty miles from Peking the difficulties 
begin. After Nakon pass there are more than 
180 miles of difficult mountains, but after 
the Mongolian frontier is pasked andthe in- 


finite plain of the Gobi desert Is entered, the 


services of coolles can be dispensed with. 


Government Is Suspicious. 

Ital, the car driven by Prince Scipio 
Borghese, has a capacious reservoir sufficient 
to hold enough petrol to cover 600 miles, 
twenty pounds of personal baggage, ten gal- 
lone of water, a tent, and provisions for sev- 
eral days.

Motors Drawn by Mules. 

“ For this reason they refuse us passports 
and all personal permits to circulate about 
Peking unless the motors are drawn by 
mules. 

Even this audacious attempt to make the 
colossal journey is not sufficient to interest 
the Chinese and awaken them from their 
magnificent and contemptuous indifference. 
As formerly it was with the railway, so now 
the automobile passes among the strange 
people without rousing them for one mo- 
ment from their superb immobility, but it 
seems the government is giving way, and we 
are expecting passports.”’ 


HAU, IN GERMAN PRISON, IS 
TOLD OF HIS WIFE’S SUICIDE. 


Officer Has Long Talk with Alleged Mur- 
derer Which Leads to Report He Had 
Confessed—Woman Leaves Letter. 


KARLSRUHE, June 8.—Karl Hau, pro- 
fessor of Roman law at the George Washing- 
ton university, Washington, D. C., who is in 
prison here charged with the murder of his 
mother-in-law, Frau Molitor, was visited by 
the governor of the prison today and in- 
formed that his wife had committed suicide 
by drowning in a lake near Pfaeffiikon, Swits- 
erland. 

The governor had quite a lengthy conversa- 
tion with the professor, which led to a report 
that he had confessed that he had mur- 
dered his wife's mother, which he has strenu- 
ously denied. The state’s attorney subse- 
2 denied that Hau had made a confes- 
sion. 

Mrs. Hau came to Karisruhe two days ago 
and had a long talk with her husband. She 
left the prison in a state of the utmost de- 


pressior and went back to the village oft 


Pfaeffikon. On arriving there Mrs. Hau 
went direct to a bathing establishment on a 
small lake and requested to be given a sepa- 
rate dressing room. 

The attendants later saw her swimming 
out in the lake, but soon afterward they ob- 
served that she was no longer moving. A 
boatmal rowed out to the spot and brought 
the body ashore, where a physician was hur- 
riedly sent for and attempted in vain to re- 
guscitate the unfortunate woman. 

A long farewell letter was found in her 
clothing, in which she declared it was im- 
possible for her to any longer bear the sor- 
row of living apart from her husband, not- 
withstanding the charges brought against 
him, but that death was bitter for her owing 
to her child. A considerable sum of money 
was found also in Mrs. Hau's clothing.

LONDON, June 8.—Gome idea of what is 
expected from The Hague conference by in- 
ternational peace advocates is indicated by 
an interview in today’s Sun with Gobat, the 
Swiss federal councilor, who wae director of 
the international peace bureau. 

„I wish to lay stress on the point that we 
all regret that President Roosevelt has al- 
lowed Russia to take the lead in this con- 
When at the 
St. Louis congress of 1904 I presented an ad- 
dress to Roosevelt in the name of the Inter- 
parliamentary Arbitration association, pray- 
ing him to take steps to call another confer- 
ence. He promised me emphatically his sup- 
port. He has only partially kept his promise. 


Disappointed by Roosevelt. 

“True enough, he sounded the powers as 
regards their willingness fo send delegates, 
but to our great disappointment he retired 
when Russia, after the powers had consent- 
ed, manifested a destre to convoke the meet- 
ing herself. 

“This we deeply regret, for we are con- 
vinced that Roosevelt would have invested 


ferent importance. Russia does not possess 
the required authority and does not march 
in the van of civilization, hence we do not 
expect much good to result from the confer- 
ence, all the more so because its program 
is limited and because it attempts to grap- 
ple with questions in only the vaguest pos- 
sible manner. 

Its program contains none of those most 
important points the solution of which the 
Interparliamentary Arbitration association 
has been seeking since 1900 and which it 
discussed at Vienna in 1908, at St. Louis in 
1904, at Brussels in 19056, and at London in 
1906. The program does not propose to study 
the means for developing The Hague con- 
vention and making it a permanent instl- 
tution.” 

Armament Question Easy. 


Questioned concerning the limitation of 
armaments, Gobat replied: 

“I believe the question will be raised, but 
it is pretty certain it will not be discussed. 
It will, however, be a great step forward 
if, following pourparlers outside the general 
sessions, an agreement should be arrived 
at to submit to a commission the question 
of finding ways and means to solve the prob- 
lem and report to a later congress. 

My opinion is the question does not pre- 
sent the tremendous practical difficulties 
commonly believed. I am convinced the so- 
lution would be found in imitation of the 
Swiss military system—i. e., the foundation 
of a national militia army of citizens and an 
abolition of standing armies. It also is ad- 
visable for the nations to agree to a uni- 
form armament, which would do away with 
the enormous expenditure entailed by con- 
stant improvements.

Then 
they went out and took a strenuous licking at 
the hands of the Senators. Score, 8 to 2. 

There was no give away about this game. 
Joe Cantillon’s lowly tribe deserved every- 
thing they got, for they pounded Manager 
Jones' right handers into submission in the 
short space of time betwen 4:30 p. m. and 
sundown. 

Early Finish of Smith. 

Frank Smith was first to succumb. Whether 
the hearty grasp President Roosevelt gave 
Frank's hand when he learned the Pittsburg 
lad spent his winters in juggling pianos, 
squeezed the eel ball into inactivity, or 
whether his excellency found the world’s 
champions too chesty and quietly donated 
half a dozen big sticks to the Senators’ bat 
bag is not known at the present writing. 

The only thing certain is that the locals got 
after Smith in the second round so persis- 
tently that they wiped out Chicago's hard 
earned lead of one run in remarkably‘short 
order. And when Manager Jones switched 
pitchers to save Smith for some day when the 
eel was working right Cantillon’s men re- 
fused to be stopped by Patterson. They had 
the game sewed up in their inside pockets 
before Roy could choke off the fireworks in 
that one disastrous round.

He insisted he had heard of the Sox’ prow- 
ess before and of several of them individ- 
ually, then complimented them on their po- 
sition in the baseball world and on their 
healthy, athletic appearance.

the audience was over. Altrock acquired 
the habit of saying sire while a member 
of the Russian cabinet before the late un- 
pleasantness drove him onto the pitcher's 
slab to keep him off an undertaker’s slab.

Prowess of Talbott Enables Kraensz- 
to 38 
Points—All Kinds of Records Are 
Smashed, the Feature Being the 
Work in Hammer, Shot, and Discus 
—Detroit Central Is Second, Morgan 
Park Third, and Lewis Fourth.

Mercerberg academy athletes, winners of 
the Yale, Princeton, and Pennsylvania inter- 
scholastics and acknowledged champions of 
the east, added the western title to their 
string in the sixth annual interscholastic of 
the University of Chicago yesterday at Mar- 
shall field. They swept the boards clean in 
what probably was the greatest set of pre- 
paratory track games ever contested in the 
west. 

Their great victory, which was marked by 
a total of 38 points, the largest ever rolled 
up in a Midway meet, was shadowed only 
by the amazing record breaking feats of 
some half dozen heroes of the west and east. 
The new American interscholastic marks 
were set, five University of Chicago regords 
broken, and two more maroon marks tied. 


Record Breaking Feats. 

C. Freeney of Ida Grove, Ia., vaulting in 
the face of the wind, cleared the bar at 11 
feet 53-16 inches, which is the greatest 
height ever attained by a prep school youth 
ir America. The best previous mark was 
11 feet 4% inches. Benjamin Schnur of Lake 
Forest academy was the second national rec- 
crd breaker. He ran the high hurdles in 
15%, one-fifth better than the American 
mark. — 

Second only to these thrilling performances 
was the sensational weight throwing of Lee 
Talbott, star of the victorious Mercersberg 
team. He competed in three events—the shot 
put, hammer throw, and the discus throw— 
and he established a new U. of C. mark in 
each attempt. His three firsts turned the 
tide in Mercersberg’s favor. 

Talbott threw the hammer in comet like 
fashion a distance of 194 feet, which is the 
second best throw ever made with the twelve 
pound weight by a prep schoolathiete. Then 
he put the shot beyond the 50 foot mark—one 
und one-half inches beyond—and to top off 
his day’s work he hurled the discus 123 feet 
V inches He broke his former U. of C. record 
in the hammer by nearly ten feet. 


Ben Oliel and Mills Do Well. 

Credit for the other two University of 
Chicago interscholastic records was bestowed 
on Ben Ollel, the Ann Arbor two miler, and 
Mills, the Morgan Park sprinter. Ben Olle! 
lowered his own mark of 10:30 to 10:28 3-5, 
and Mills brought down the 20 record one- 
fifth of a second, toan even :22. Claussenius 
of Lewis tied the :10 flat record of Hogenson, 
and Craig of Detroit Central equaled Berg- 
quist’s low hurdle mark of :26. 

Mercersburg team, which was iptrenched 
in first place by a margin of elghteen points 
over Detroit Central, showed the effects of 
the skillful coaching of Dr. Kraenzlein. The 
former Pennsylvania athlete had his men 
trained to the minute, schooled in every 
trick of the game, and wide awake to every 
opportunity. In fact, the easterners seemed 
far more a college team than a prep school 
squad. 

Capt. Paull’s performances in the mile and 
two mile had the college color just as muca 
as Talbott’s weight throwing, and from the 
sprints through the entire list of events, 
where there was a blue shirted Mercersburg 
athlete to be seen the same skillful form was 
evident. Hardly a member of the eastern 
team failed to score in some event. 


Showing by Detroit Central. 

Against these lithe imbed champions the 
flower of the west put up a hard fight. The 
west was forced to bow, but there was no 
edge to the defeat. Detroit Central, as in the 
meet a year ago, made an excellent showing, 
and Morgan Park, winner of the Michigan in- 
terscholastic, made a game struggle.

Widman, the Detroit Central 
star, who won the event in Stagg's meet last 
June, ran in third position. 


Discus Record by Talbott. 


Giffin’s defeat in the discus throw and Tal- 
bott’s record breaking toss were two of the 
early surprises of the afternoon. The Mer- 
cersburg star hurled the plate 123 feet 9 
inches and surpassed the throw of last year 
by one foot four and one-half inches. Giffin, 
who again represented Joliet, threw the 
weight only 112 feet 4 inches, which gave 
third place. Alderman of Marion, Ia., lived 
up to his Hawkeye reputation by taking 
second honors with a mark one inch better 
than Giffin. Jack Horner of Grand Rapids 
Central threw the missile 108 feet 2% inches 
and was fourth Tilley of Morgan Park 
failed to qualify. 

St. Louis came to the fore in the high jump 
with the capture of first by Nicholson, rep- 
resenting McKinley. The winner of the 
event, who a few weeks ago won the jump 
in the Missouri interscholastic, cleared 5 
feet 8 inches, which was a margin of two 
inches over the second place men.

Schnur Shines in Hurdles. 


Schnur’s phenomenal time in the high hur- 
dles gave color to the games early in the com- 
petition. The Lake Forest athlete flew over 
the barriers in the American record time of 
715%. clipping a fifth off the national mark. 
Incidentally, he shaved off two-fifths of a 
second from the U. of C. mark, made by Wal- 
ter Steffen in 1905.

New York, June &—[Special.]}—Dmifl Hers,

KENTUCKY OAKS TO WING TING. 


Historic Race Won by Filly After Stir- 
ring Finish with Lillie Turner 
in Mud Shower. 


BY E. G. B. FITZHAMON. 

Louisville, Ky., June 8.— [Special. I- Joe 
Hawkins’ Star Shoot filly Wing Ting won the 
thirty-third Kentucky Oaks in gallant style 
from Altuda, the better of the Bashford 
Manor's two starters. They had a desperate 
struggle all through the last three furlongs of 
the mile and a sixteenth race on a track deep 
in water and slime. Altuda, by virtue of her 
early speed had all the best of the running. 
She showered Wing Ting and Jockey Lee 
with water and slush for six furlongs, and 
they had to take it gamely and still persevere. 

Lillie Turner, which Tom Hayes added 
when he heard Miss Alert and Victoria B. 
were withdrawn, tried to maintain Altuda’s 
early pace, and Griffith, of course, kept her 
just wide enough to avoid the steady stream 
of liquid mud thrown up by Altuda. Also 
Austin on Lillie Turner was holding Lee on 
Wing Ting securely in a pocket right be- 
hind Altuda, and the bombardment this good 
filly and her rider had to take was a caution. 

Leaving the backstretch the pace began 
to tell on Lillie Turner, which gradually fell 
back. Lee was quick to see and take the 
chance to get out of close quarters and the 
mud shower. Taking Wing Ting outside of 
Altuda, he rushed up close to her and then 
began a keen struggle that lasted until the 
last stride. Both fillies were done to a turn 
at the end and it took all the strength of their 
jockeys to hold them together and ride them 
out. Austin rode quite as good a finish as 
Lee, but the latter had the better horse and 
Wing Ting won by half a length through 
sheer gameness. 

This was the thirty-third running of the 
Kentucky Oaks, which has a guaranteed 
value of $300, and old time blue grass horse- 
men pronounce it as fine a race for the fillies’ 
classic as ever has been witnessed in the 
history of Churchill Downs. 

Over night the track dried out considerably 
and it looked as if there would be good going 
for the Oaks and the last day's racing, but 
shortly after 1 o’clock rain began to fall, 
culminating an hour later in a terrific thun- 
der storm with a blinding downpour that left 
the track awash, like the deck of a freight 
steamer in a heavy sea.

The 517,800 trotting gelding Highball, the 
highest priced green nag of his gait that 
‘ever changed hands, is reported in fine fettle, 
and so are the other members of the string. 
They got a stiff workout all around the other 
day, preparatory to coming north, aslafter 
reaching Chicago most of them will be let 
up until time to start forthe money. High- 
ball went a mile in 2:08 just before his sale, 
and will not be asked for any more 2:10 or 
better miles right away. Sunny Jim a green 
pacer that is named in a lot of races, stepped 
‘In 2:10 flat, and the way he finished was im- 

pressive. 
John A. Is Handsome, 
John A., the pacing stallion that raced en- 


to be the handsomest harness horse in the 
world, has been given a slow preparation 
‘with the idea of getting him thoroughly fit 
in a bodily way before he is asked for any 
Zaliles right up to his clip. His record is 2:08%, 
and his best Memphis mile has been 2:07. 
rs has a 3 year old pacer by Walter 
Direct, 2:05%, he thinks well of, although she 
‘will not be raced this year, and likely not 
turn for the money until 1900, as the best 
. ‘trainers do not fancy a hard campaign for 
‘4 year olds, although not all of them are 80 
situated they can devote two or three years to 
the preparation of a green trotter or pacer, 
With the added advantage of a winter track 
like Memphis for speed making and manner- 
ing at a time when northern harness horses 
are confined in their work to slow jogs. 


Interest in Sonoma Girl. 


Ever since she reached Libertyville, a fort- 
night ago, the California trotter Sonoma Girl 
has been the main attraction of the railbirds, 

her mile in 2:07 over the Los Angeles track 
last December showing her to have free for 
all speed. Sonoma Girl is up to a good deal 
right now, and by the time of the July meet- 
Ing at Libertyville she will be ready for all 
her engagements, which are worth in the ag- 
‘gregate $105,000, the mare having deen 
named in all the big purses for fast class trot-

horse that wins races in these days. 


Hartland Grattan Is Strong. 


Hartland Grattan, 2:13% trotting, is a big, 
strong going gelding that raced during 1905 
ma way that made him lots of friends, he 
being of the bulldog type that keeps trying 
even when the other horse has him out- 
classed a little for speed. The rest of last

fill out grandly, and, while, as George Castle 
gays, there are some two minute horses 
and others that can't beat 2:20, Hartland 
Grattan is likely to enter the 2:10 list this 
year. Another Grattan trotter that has all 
the earmarks of a good performer is Emmet 
Grattan, and there is a 4 year old stallion by 
the old horse and out of Roxane, 2:12%, bx 
Robert McGregor, 2:17%, that is as fine a 
type of stallion as could be wished. He has 
lot of speed, and on account of his indi- 
viduality and blood lines may be retained to

Ball Players Like Rain.

No game, rain,” is one of, the bright 
spots in the life of a ball player. The 
deluge that brings sorrow to the fans and 
dismay to the management always is 
greeted with delight by the weary players 
—and with especial delight toward the end 
of a hard season, when there is but small 
chance to play off the postponement. 

It is on these Meiny days that things are 
doing around the hotels. The first drop of 
rain is the signal for (he poker games to 
atart, and with a dozen players, all vulgar- 
ly healthy, cooped up in one hotel, and 
usually on one floor, there are certain to 
be things started. 

When tnere is a game on the presence 
of a ball club in a big hotel scarcely is 
noticed by the other gueste, but on rainy 
days he hotel management usually has its 
own troubles.

There was a game stopped by rain at 
Cament, a little town below San Ber- 
nardino, Cal., last winter, which the um- 
pire never called. In spite of that fact, 
however, it was stopped al) right. 

The ball grounds wer? at the edge of 
town in a beautiful valley in the midst of 
vegetable gardens, strawberry patches, 
and a short distance up toward the foot- 
hills the orange groves began, and down 
below, perhaps 200 yards ‘from the ball 
orchard, there was a river bed with a drop 
or two of waterinit. Most of the bed of 
that river was as dry as a bone. 

The team of Pomona was playing at 
Cament that Sunday afiernoon, and the 
glorious sunshine of Cilifornia was, for 
the first time in days, flooding the field. 
Perhaps 200 rival rooters were present. 

In the sixth inning, with Cament two 
runs behind, a cloud shot out from the 
mountains and a littlewain fell. Pomona 
wanted the game stopped, and Cament 
protested. The umpire decided to con- 
tinue. : 

In the next inning a little more rain fell, 
and the argument was renewed. The 
players and umpire and most of the spec- 
tators were grouped in the field, wrangling 
and arguing, when suddenly the center 
field fence started toward them, the cen- 
ter fielder ran, and an irstant later a wall 
of water four feet high broke across the 
field. The umpire didn't wait to call the 
game. He saw that a clcudburst up the 
mountain had swelled tne torrent, and he 
fied. Three of the players and perhaps 
a dozen spectators came near being 
washed away before they reached the 
higher ground. a 

— 

Mill creek, working in conjunction with 
the Ohio river at Cincinnati, once inter- 
rupted a game and caused one of the odd- 
est decisions ever given. The Poplar Stars 
were playing down in the Liberty street 
bottoms against Jake Stenzel's team. 
This was before Jake ever broke into fast 
company. George Yeager, Barry Mc- 
Cormick, Big Mick Ryar, Eddie Ash, and 
a lot of others who afterward shone in 
baseball, were playing on the Poplar Star 
team—and on that afternoon in April they 
were enjoying the rare pleasure of playing 
in an inclosed ground—which had been the 
property of some gun club. 

The Ohio was on a rampage, and for the 
third time in the spring had reached flood 
stage, but the bottoms were not sub- 
merged. On that afternoon, late in the 
game, one of Stenzel’s tesm hit a long fly 
to left. The flelder went after it—and just 
as he did so, the left field fence started 
toward him, carried on the crest of a huge 
wave of backwater which had piled up 
in Mill creek. The fence came so rapidly 
that the ball went over it—and the left 
fielder turned and fled. In two minutes 
the entire space was inundated and the 
players and spectators were squatting on a 
railway embankment and trying to fish 
out floating bats. 

Then the argument arose. The Poplar 
Stars, who were a run ahead, claimed the 
game, while the Stenzel crowd argued 
that, as the ball went cver the fence, it 


was a home run, and that they won. 

The umpire finally decided that he had 
called the game on accourt of wet grounds 
and that the score reverted to a tie.

A 
regular stream of Nutts players swarmed 
around the bases, and (hey had scored 16 
runs, with only one out, hen Blondy 
Kiskadden decided to take a hand.

They fought 
for $100 a side, Barney winning after fighting 
eighty-one rounds, lasting two hours and 
eighteen minutes. 

He lost on a foul to Scotty of Brooklyn at 
Point Abino, Canada, on Oct. 18, 1857. The 
fight was for the lightweight championship 
of America for $200 a side. Barney seized 
Scotty by the legs in the tenth round and was 
disqualified. 

He was beaten by Sam Collyer for the 
lightweight championship at Pollick’s Land- 
ing, Va., on June 20, 1866. The battle was for 
a $1,000 purse, Barney losing in the forty- 
seventh round, after battling two hours and 
five minutes. On June 138, 1867, he and Sam 
met at Aquia Creek, Va., to fight for $1,000 
and the championship. Barney won that 
fight in sixty-seven rounds, the battle lasting 
one hour and fifty-five minutes. They fell 
outside the ropes in the last session, with 
Barney on top, and when Sam was picked 
up he claimed he had been gouged and that 
he could not see out of his right eye. His 
seconds claimed foul, but the referee would 
not allow it. These were Aaron’s most im- 
portant battles and that with Collyer his last.

Word comes from Denver that Reddy 
Gallagher has offered $10,000 for a ten round 
tilt between Jimmy Gardner and Joe Gans, 
the battle to take place on July 4.

Columbians Going on Sixteenth Annual 
Cruise to Michigan City, and Chicago 
Yacht Club to Run to Waukegan.

The first big yachting events of the west 
materialize next Saturday, when the Colum- 
bia Yacht club holds its sixteenth annual 
crulsing race to Michigan City and the Chi- 
cago Yacht club its yearly north shore run 
to Waukegan. 

Both events are expected to bring out 
nearly the full strength of the big downtown 
fleets. On account of the number of prob- 
able entries and the interest which always 
attaches to the event, the Michigan City race 
is conceded to be the premier feature of 
the week end exodus. 

Chairman M. J. Stark of the new Columbia 
regatta committee hopes for an entry list of 
between forty and forty-five boats of all 
classes, but in view of the backward season it 
is doubtful if last year's record of thirty- 
three actual starters will be bettered. The 
prizes will be the best in the history of the 
cruise, the merchants of Michigan City hav- 
ing donated ten cups and other trophiés 
valued at $700, which, with those provided 
by the club members, will swell the total close 
to $1,000. 

The Indiana state band of twenty-five pieces 
has beeh engaged and will go from Chieago 
on the guest boat Puritan. 

Following the custom of other years, the 
first detachment, composed of the smaller 
boats, will leave the Van Buren street gap 
at noon and the others are to follow at inter- 
vals until the entire fleet is under way, after 
which the guest boat will leave its dock and 
attend the race throughout. 

The 1906 race was won by the twenty-one 
footer, Pilot, after a drifting match of over 
thirteen hours. The greater part of the 
squadron did not reach the Indiana port until 
the next morning. Owing to the possibilities 
presented by the time allowance tables, the 
winner of the coming race wil] be hard to 
pick, though George -Tramel’s fifty footer 
Vencedor, is considered the logical favorite.

gitu in Berlin with the ald of a new serum 
discovered by Prof. Wasserman, successor 
of Prof. Koch ae the chief authority on in- 
fectious diseases. 

The cure was effected under the direction 
of Dr. Herman Schmidt, chief of the First 
Army hospital of Berlin, in the case of a 
soldier lying at death’ door, The worst 
features of the ailment disappeared after 
three injections of the serum given within 
one week. The serum was obtained from 
horses after the animals were tnoculated 
with large quantities of meningocopel, or 
‘germs responsible for spinal meningitis. The 
curative action takes places following con- 
tact between meningoococc] and -so-called 
leucocytes, or white corpuscles of the blood

BERLIN, June 8.—Some interesting facts 
regarding a strange Abyssinian Hebrew race 
are supplied by Pastor Roden, a Spanish 
missionary, who came to Berlin to revise 
the existing Abyssinian version of the bible 
on behalf of the British Foreign Bible society, 

“ Abyesinian Hebrews, dark skinned de- 


‘poendante of the originalochildren of Is- 


rael,” said Roden, “are the most unique 
racial phenomenon that Africa presents. 
Though colored, they possess all the na- 
tional Hebrew characteristics, including both 
facial peculiarities and economic tendencies 


Hated by the Abyssinians. 

They are regarded contemptuously by the 
Abyssinians proper, because they lack the 
Abyseinian warlike qualities and are prone 
te follow exclusively pursuits ef trade. Tt 
ie curious, however, that, though ad 
hering to the Jewish religion in every par- 
ticular, they have totally outgrown the 
Hebrew language. Neither do they show 
any inclination to affiliate themselves with 
Jews in any other part of the world. 
So far as known none of them ever emigrated. 
They have no sympathy whatever with the 
Zionist movement for the establishment of 
an independent Jewish state in Palestine.” 

Roden declares that missionary life in 
Abyssinia presents peculiar difficulties, There 
is not only greater prejudice against the 
foreign preacher than in almost any other 
country in the east, but the religious cults of 
Abyssinia are difficult of reform for the rea- 
gon that they do not acknowledge that they 
are heathens. Their form of worship in- 
aludes remnants of Christianity that have 
come down from the fourth century, but 
which are buried to an unrecognizable ex- 
tent under outer layers of Mohammedanisni 
and other forms of idolatry,

I have heard all sorts of 
other explanations from well to do people, 
who judge by the manners of the plumber 
who comes to mend their drains, or their 
gardeners, or the tramps who call at their 
doors. They say it is intemperance, or im- 
providence, or anything but the truth. But 
it is poverty all the time. 

“Another simple fact that has been wait- 
ing for me to explain is that the way to re- 
lieve the poverty of the poor is to give them 
money.” The ordinary methods of charity, 
such as hospitals, subscriptions, contribu- 
tions and unemployment funds Shaw scorn- 
fully decried. “ There's $500,000,000 wasted 
on these and other things every year,” said 
he, “all available for the abolition of pov 
erty.” 

Shaw would have this money applied to 
ihoreasing the fucomes of working people As 
a step towards the more adequate remunera- 
tion of the workers he pleaded for the prin- 
ciple of a minimum wage. In the course of

BERLIN, June 8.—Owing to the different 
demands to be made upon Acheili¢ion, the 
‘keaiser's lately acquired magnificent palace 
estate on the island of Corfu, called the 
cream palace by the late Dmprese Eliza- 
beth of Austria, extensive architectural al- 
‘terations are planned. For this purpose the 
, emperor is trying to secure the services of 
the original architect, Sig. Rafael Carita. 
The kaiser will almost entirely refurnish the 
castle. German solidity and simplicity will 
replace the more graceful and elaborate style 

introduced by the late owner. 

The suspicion that the kaiser would banish 
the Heine monument from the Acheilleion in 
consequence of the poet’s notorious and na- 
tional characteristics appears groundless. 

It te announced that in deference to the 


Empress Fligabeth’s memory the motument 


erected in honor of the poet she so devoutly 
admired will be permitted to remain, and 
Heine’s statue thus for the first time will 
“ desecrate "’ German soll. Empress Eliza- 
beth is said to have spent $3,500,000 in build- 
ing and equipping Acheilleton, It is under- 
stood the kaiser secured a firet class bargain 
and bought the: palace for something over 
$1,000,000, exclusive of the furnishings, which 
were mostly removed to Vienna following the 
empress’ death.

Were the Portuguese at liberty to deter- 
mine according to their own devices the form 
of government which they prefer, foreign 
countries, including the United States, might 
view with perfect indifference the crisis now 
raging at Lisbon. But England is bound by 
@ treaty, concluded in 1898, not merely to 
protect Portugal from foreign invasion, but 
likewise to safeguard the throne from any 
danger resulting from an internal revolution. 
The treaty in question takes the place of an 
earlier one of the same kind, under the terms 
of which English soldiers were dispatched 
to Lisbon in 1826 in response to appeals for 
assistance ffom the Portuguese government, 
which found itself poweriess to suppress in- 
surrectionary disturbances, while eight years 
later the English fleet, under the command 
of Admiral Napler, captured the naval forces 
of the legitimist usurper, King Miguel, off 
Cape St. Vincent, and thus restored the power 
of Queen Maria della Gloria. Times have 
changed since then, and it is a question 
whether any armed intervention today in 
Portugal by Great Britain would not entail 
complications of a far reaching nature with 
other great powers. 

Yet the arrival of the British fleet in the 
Tagus and the dispatch of British troops 
to Portugal may bécome necessary at any 
moment in order to preserve King Carlos 
from the loss of his crown. For the situation, 
according to the cable dispatches from Eu- 
rope, is more grave than at any time since 
his accession to the throne, eighteen years 
ago. In deflance of the terms of the consti- 
tution he has, after dissolving the cortes, de- 
clined to take any steps for the summoning 
dt a new legislature by ordering a general 
election, and has given it to be understood, 
minister, Dom Joao 
Franco, that he proposes to carry on the 
government for some time to come by royal 
decree, that is to say, as an absolute ruler, 


Everybody Is Disaffected. 

He is imposing taxes and collecting revenue 
without parliamentary sanction, and he is 
carrying on things with such a high hand 
that the legitimists, who comprise the terri- 
torial aristocracy, the religious orders, and 
the illiterate peasantry entirely subservient 
to the clergy, have sent to Austria for their 
pretender, Dom Miguel, duke of Braganga; 
while the republicans, ‘who embrace the 
working classes in the cities, the liberal pro- 
fessions, such as the lawyers, the doctors, 
the professors, ete., as well as the university 
students, are out in force, clamoring for 
the immediate proclamation of a form of gov- 


‘ ernment such as that which has brought such 


prosperity to the United States. 
Meanwhile the navy and the army are no- 


‘toriously disaffected, as far as the crown is 


concerned, There have been frequent mu- 
tinies of late, indicating the disloyalty of the 
troops, and especially of the sallors, and in 
spite of the steps taken by King Carlos to 


increase their pay, they turn a deaf ear to his 
..andishments, and are apparently firmly | 


convinced that there is no hope for their 
country as long as its destinies remain in the 
hands of the present dynasty, In one word, 
King Carlos, who before the dissolution of 
the chamber was Genounced by some of its 
members during the course of tne debates as 
a “coward,” as a “thief of public funds,” 
as a criminal,“ as “ meriting expulsion,” 
and as far more deserving of the loss of 
his head than Louls XVI. of France,” is

The Municipal court justices report 
that the number of arrests in elty 
during the last six months, during which 
the court has been in operation, was 
16,000 less than during the previous six 
months, when the old police court system 
was in effect.

A thief is not fined and 
then released,

tatements made both by local news- 
papers aud by magazine investigators pic- 
ture Chicago as a winter paradise for 
tramps and roving criminals. The Munic- 
ipal court has given this belief a hard 
jolt. . Beginning in December the court 
went to work on the overabundant sup- 
ply of petty criminals and reduced it to 
normal proportions. In a city_the size of 
Chicago it will never be possible to pre-

The volume of business of the civil 
courts has been diminished by the estab- 
lishment of the Municipal court, with an 
improvement in the speed in which cases 
may be reached and dispatched, The di- 
minished number of criminals at large is 


an even greater benefit from the new court. 


WOMAN AND THE TAG. 

Woman is being gradually jarred into 
a becoming sense of her sisterly responsi- 
bilities. She is hearing from other wom- 
en that she can no longer evade her. du- 
ties so far as they may affect Me well- 
being and prosperity of the workiog 
classes. To put the matter concisely, a 
band of enthusiasts kuown.as the Wom- 
an’s Union Label*league has decreed that 
everything that woman wears, from head 
to foot, must bear the distinguishing 
mark of union labor. This is perhaps the 
most important pronuncjamento ‘since 
King Canute commanded’ the ocean to 
keep back and not dare to approach his 
royal person. 

Dictating to women is a hazardous en- 
terprise, even if women themselves are 
the dictators. And while women may 
have the best intentions in the world 
and are or may be at all times amenable 
to reasonable: argument, there is a fair 
presumption that general.orders will not 
invariably suit specific cases. It is one 
thing to declare that women shal] wear 
only such articles as may bear the union 
label; it is another thing to enforce that 
resolution aud to see that the letter as 
well as the spirit of the law is obeyed. 

The women will have moments of 
temptation. If an article of apparel; 
whatever it may be, possesses’ the most 
engaging qualities and the most irre- 
sistible attractions, the fact that it does 
not bear a union label is an objection 
perhaps, but not an unconquerable one, 
in the mind of the enraptured observer 
and subsequent purchaser. No woman 
would wantonly trample on the undis- 
puted rights of union labor, or seek té 
depreciate the grand principles which 
govern it, but no woman will throw away 
the opportunity to possess an unlabeled 
batgain. She will buy it and wear it, and 
when the walking woman delegate comés 
up and insists on a personal inspection 
for tags; she will be told to take herself 
hence and attend strictly to her own 
business. 

The concentration of union forces is 
unquestionably a powerful factor in the 
ordering of human affairs, but until a 
union can set the styles and devise cre- 
ations and confections of unsurpassable 
loveliness the supervision of woman's 
raiment will not be intrusted solely to its 
eare. Under a democratic government 
the people reserve to themselves the right 
to determine what they shall eat and 
drink and wherewithal they shall be 
clothed. The woman will have no ob- 
jection to a union label, discreetly ob- 
scured of course, it there is nothing bet - 
ter in the market than the garment which 
bears it. If there is anything that pleases 
her more she will beta it. 

A RECORD YEAR,

Preliminary announcements which have 
been made indicate that the people of the 
United States are to have frequent op- 
portunities during the next few years: to 
attend expositions of various sorts. The 
Atlantic seaboard, the far northwest, the 
far south, have sent out their heralds pro- 
claiming celebrations to come during the 
next decade. The people seem to have 
the exposition habit. In fact, it is fot 
easy to discriminate in the presence of 
many things which deserve celebrating. 
The country is so large and its interests 
are so varied tliat it is natural for the 
exposition desire to manifest itself in 
widely separated communities. 

It is worth questioning, sometimes, 
whether the millions of dollars which are 
spent in arranging these exhibitious rep- 
resent, wise outlays. Temporary build- 
ings are erected of cheap materials. They 


torn down. The expositions close, leav- 
ing nothing of special value except the 
individual memory of vacation’ trip and 
a jumble: of impressions about the ob- 
jects seen. The splendid show in Jack- 
son park is nothing but a reminiscence. 
There is a temporary home for the muse- 
um, soon to be replaced in another part 
of the city by a hobler structure. There 
is a restaurant building of some distinc - 
tion of architecture. But there is no sur- 
vival which will be of value through af! 
the years of the future. 

Those who are planning the expositions 
(in coming years may gain a helpful sug- 
gestion from the plans which are being 
carried out in New York in connection 
with the tercentenary of the voyage cf 
Henry Hudson and the centenary of the 
trip of the Clermont up the river to Al- 
bany. The city of New York has ap- 
propriated $3,000,000 for the construc- 
tion of a Hudson memorial bridge across 
the Spupten Duyvil at Inwood, and it is 
planned to add to this a municipal park 


whose wooded heights a magnificent view 
up and down the river may be enjoyed. 
‘These are memorials worth while. They 
may be used for the pleasure not alone 
of the comparatively few who may he 
able to attend their dedicatlon and the 
special ceremonies connected with it but 
also for countless thousands of future 
citizens who may visit the spot in gener- 
ations to come. 

Carrying .out the idea of permanent 
memorials, the state is being urged to 
establish a public park at Verplanck's 
point in Westchester county, a place from 
which the view of the river is superb. 
Both beauty and historical interest. are 
to be perpetuated. This was the site of 
Fort Fayette. There Washington re- 
ceived’ Rochambeau and the French allies 
in 1782, and there was the King’s ferry 
much used by the patriot army during the 
revolutionary struggle. The two voy- 


If their 
memory could be “perpetuated by such 
lasting establishments it would make the 
“exposition” a permanent one and 
would be far. more praiseworthy than the 
constfuction of cheap buildings. of staff, 
beautiful for the moment, but ugly and 
useless after the paint and tinsel have 
faded.

AS IN ROME AND ELSEWHERE. 

Much national humillation is expected 
to accrue from the thoughtlessness or 
ignorance of Americans who wander 
blithely through London defying the con- 
ventions and ignoring the polite require- 
ments. A London Correspondent . speaks 
feelingly on this subject and is quite sure 
that if Americans only knew how they 


+ were criticised they would be more punc- 


tous. He cites the case of a-wealthy 
young American who neglected to put on 
his evening clothes at the psychological 
moment, thereby greatly scandalizing the 
English at the hotel, and also the in- 
stance of two or three American women 
who entered the palmroom at 9 in the 
evening wearing their hats and street 
dresses. In spite of these distressing de- 
partures from good form the correspondent 
graciously and encouragingly admits that 
“I know thousands of courteous, refined 
Americans.“ 

As to the matter of conforming to the 
customs of a country aw closely as cir- 
cumstances will permit, nobody will be dis- 
posed to argue negatively. While life and 
death do not hang on the precise moment 
of changing one’s clothes, it is always 
wise to consult the conventions in the mat- 
ter of attire and to avoid making one 
self e ge either at home or in 3 
strange Aand Breaking into an evening 
gathering of well dressed men and women 
by displaying a lounging suit and muddy 
boots” is neither polite nor thoughtful, 
and one always hears with regret that a 
fellow countryman or countrywoman has 
defied the proprieties and grieved and 
pained our English cousins by neglecting 
their prescribed costumes for prescribed 
hours. It is a pleasant thing to know 
just what clothes to pnt on at the vari- 
ous hours pf the day and night and to feel 
that one is not making oneself the target 
for pained propriety and injured custom. 

At the game time, while recognizing ths 
importance of occasional delicate remon- 
strances and suggestions, it may occur 
to the reflecting mind that the true Briton 
is extremely fond of enforcing his own 
conventions and forgetting the customs of 
others. It is unhappily true that certain 
Americans by general carelessness and 
indifference greatly, shock the British eye, 
and yet there is more than one country In 
this partly civilized» world where the 
traveling Briton is distinguished by all 
the attractive features of a weird curiosi- 
ty. It does not, of course, excuse the 
slackness of others that the Briton, abroad 
as well as at home, a -rigidly to his 
own convictions; the instance is cited 
merely as going to show how even the 
presence and bearing of an Pnglishman 
may excite at times wonder rot allied to 
admiration and curiosity not inspired by

With the usual perverseness of men in such 
matters, Archduke Francis Ferdinand, in- 
stead of becoming the suitor of any of his 
cousins, none of whom are particularly good 
looking, took advantage of the opportunities 
arranged by Archduchess Frederick for their 
meeting him to fall violently in love with 
their penniless attendant, Countess Sophie 
Chotek. Archdughess Frederick, indignant 
that her daughters should have been “ cut 


out in a matrimonfal sense by a mere paid |. 


dependent, was beside herself with anger, 
and immediately proceeded to dismiss the 
countess. Subsequently the heir apparent, 
overcoming all. dynastic and political ob- 
stacles to the match, married Countess So- 
phie Chotek, who wasecreated by the em- 
peror princess of Hohenberg. and granted 
precedence at the court of Vienna immedi- 
ately after the archduchesses. The princess 
is one of the cleverest women in the dual 
empire, and as her husband is as much de- 
voted to her as ever, and as she has his colos- 
sal wealth and his power at her command, 
she is today one of the most influentlal fig- 
ures in Austro- Hungary. On terms of affec- 
tionate intimacy with all the members of her 
husband's family, only Archduchess Fred- 
erick has held aloof, and under the circum- 
stances the great world at Vienna is asking | 
itself whether the archduchess will look upon | 
the purchase of the chrysanthemum for 
$40,000 by Princess Hohenberg in the light of 
an olive branch, or as an additional cause of 
offense and humiliation on the part of her 
former lady in waiting, who prevented her 
from becoming the ‘mother-in-law of an em- 
peror ot Austria. 


0 3 John 3 head of the formerly 
sovereign, but now mediatized family of that 
name, Which has been in possession of its 
Bohemian estates for over 600 years—a fam- 
ily that possesses the right to mate with 
royalty on a footing of equality—reeently has 
started an association in Austria and Ger- 
many for the suppression of hat doffing as a 
salutation.

If further investigation continues to bear 
out the truth of these theories of Count Har- 
rach, itis quite possible that we may, yet live 
to witness an abandonment of the custom of 
men doffing their hats in token of, deference 
and courtesy to the person saluted.

heaval, and is, as a rule, symmetrical for a large part of its course. 
Those who have encountered a tidal wave must have observed that the 
. This is due to 
the fact that the water is lifted, possibly slowly, under the action of a 
varying force, great at first, but dying out quickly, while the raised 
mass is urged downward by the constant force of gravity. When pro- 
duced by natural causes these waves are not dangerous to ordinary 


vessels, because the disturbance originates at a great depth. 


To give a fairly accurate idea of the efficacy of this novel means 
of destruction, particularly adapted for coast defense, it may be = 
sumed that thirty tons of nitroglycerin compound, as dynamite, be 
employed to create the tidal. disturbance. This material, weighing 
about twice as much as water, can be stored in a cubical tank eight 
feet each way, or a ‘spherical vessel of ten feet diameter. The reader 
will now understand that this charge Is to be intrusted to a noninter- 
ferable telautomaton, heavily protected, and partly submerged or sub- 
marine, which is under the perfect control of a skilled operator far 
away. At the propitious moment the signal is given, the charge sunk 
to the proper depth and ignited. 

The water is incompressible. The hydrostatic pressure is the same 
in all directions. The explosion propagates through the compound with 
a speed of three miles a second. Owing to all this, the whole mass 
will: be converted into gas before the water can give way appreciably, 
and a spherical bubble ten feet in diameter will form. The gaseous 
pressure against the surrounding water will be 20,000 atmospheres, or 
140 tous per square inch.

to see that a good deal of the money was being wasted, it cannot be 
said that it was being used to injure the institutions of our govern- 
ment: Thousands of dollars were spent every day to pay the expenses 
and per diem allowance of campaign orators; and while, judging from 
the character of many of the speeches that were made, a good deal 
of the money was thrown away, still it must be allowed that its ex- 
penditure did not tend to undermine free institutions. Vast sums of 
money were paid out to equip and uniform clubs, to charter and mafn- 
tain special trains for star performers, and to provide those spectac- 
ular episodes which have become so dear to our people. 

Nor is the complaint made here against the overgrown campaign 
fund an attack upon the contributors to the fund. On the contrary, 
for more than twenty years polities has been so organized that prac- 
tically the whole property interest of the country has been involved. 

The attack of one party on the protective tariff system naturally 
summoned the friends of that system—and, especially those directly

Photographs show her as a commonplace, awkward looking lass of 14, 
and a comparative study of her photographs through the years of her 
development show her gradually growing into beauty until the zenith 
of her popularity, when she seemed to radiate an atmosphere of poetry 
and expression. 

It was this friend, who watched her closely, who declared that she 
reached the perfection of her physical beauty through the influence of 
“her mental development, which came by ardent application to every 
branch of the art of acting. She was a student of history, literature, 
painting, and statuary, as well as of psychology, sociology, manners, 
morals, and many other things. 

Miss Marlowe, according to the friends of her childhood, was not only 
@ plain little girl but positively ugly as a child of 12, and not only 
homely but awkward, shy, and without promise of beauty. Her one charm 
in those days, it is said, was the beauty of her eyes, which seemed to be 
her only good feature. This shows that even in the ugly duckling stage 
Miss Marlowe's intellectual beauty was revealed by the eyes, and this in- 
tellectual beauty afterwards grew until it pervaded her entire body, and 
made her one of the most radiantly beautiful women of the stage.

tionist, was a child of that which the world calis 
misfortune and poverty. 

The boy was born in Paterson, N. J., in 1832, 
the son of a hard working mechanic. The father 
died when the boy, Richard, was only 13 years old. 
Four years prior to that, however, the 9 year old boy 
had been sent out to work in support of himself. 

Here we find the Crane ego: 

“Tr I, taking up the world’s work at 9 years old, 
could become a millionaire manufacturer, what's the use 
of education beyond the three R's if a boy is going into 
business.” 

It is characteristic of this man that when he had 
established the first small brass and bell foundry, 
presaging the Crane company of today, that fourth 
of July, 1855, was not allowed to interfere with the 
plant's first day’s run of metal. Sand for the molds 
was taken from the premises and the success of this 
first “heat,” which confiscated a national holiday, 
was the beginning of Richard Teller Crane. 

Two years ago, on the fiftieth anniversary of this 
devoting a holiday to business, Richard Crane con- 
ceived the idea of a photograph of himself, sur- 
rounded by employés who had been with him for 
twenty-five years and more. When they had grouped 
before the camera there were forty-three of them— 
a total of 1,500 years of service on the part-of this 
handful of men.

These men had worked, too, In the old works at 
10 North Jefferson street an old placard posted 
everywhere was considered as indispersable as was 
the machinery itself:

There are stenographers, copyists, bookkeepers, 
clerks—but they are all of the male sex.

In the 
first place, the plans of the great open floors are 
against it; as a second reason, it has been discov- 
ered that in the course of business as the employé 
develops, another place may be found for him more 
acceptably and profitably to the company. The man 
shifts more readily and economically; his office ex- 
perience pays greater dividends to his office tutors. 
For, while the Crane law may be unwritten, it is

There are women enough—perhaps 300 of them 
in the dingy mills in Twelfth place. Some of these 
have been more than thirty years in the “core” 
rooms molding in sand the dissolving centers around 
which the hollow casting is cooled. Luncheon and 
rest rooms are provided and their wants and needs 
considered; for in the core rooms of the Crane fac- 
tories the deft hand of the woman is superior to the 
man’s. There is no need of “shifting” in the core 
rooms—once a coremaker always a coremaker. 

They will tell you in the office that R. T.“ today 
has a grasp of his business and an appreciation of its 
evolved system which are as complete virtually as 
they were of the business in the little foundry in 1858. 

On either side of Twelfth place the shipping plat- 
forms of the twin mills jut out into that blind end 
of the street. Barrels, boxes, bags, and packing cases 
ready for the truckmen of the shipping department 
are lined and piled under shed roofing. Often, in 
coming into the mills from the general offices, Crane 
stops short at a barrel or packing case. 

“Say, why hasn't this case gone out to Smith @& 
Co.? That's been there nearly a week.”

This was the suggestive observation of one of 
Crane's friends. 

“You ought to hear him when he warms up to the 
subject of Carnegie, for instance. There’s something 
saying while he talks!” 

Only the other day the 45,000 readers of the Valve 
World, the shop organ of the Crane interests, were 
treated to a bit of the Crane anti-Carnegie sentiment, 
It was a bit of verse supposed to have been sent 
to the master of Skibo castle by one of his workmen. 

“This bit of rhyme must give him food for med- 
ftation,” is the Crane comment. “The workingman 
has been making comparisons, just as many another 
has done. He has looked at ‘Andra’ frankly and 
without bias. He has none of the Carnegie millions, 
but he has some things that all the millions in the 
world could not buy. Above all other things, it is 
clear that the humble versifier has not had his vision 
dulled by envy.” Following is the quoted first stanzas

In the course of @ day they 
answer more questions in regard to tenants 
than are asked in the smaller buildings in two 
weeks. The up to date conductor ié a gen- 
eral information bureau, and it is part of his 
work to answer satisfactorily any questions 
in regard to persons in his building. He also 
must keep his eyes open for canvassers of the 
different varieties, who continually are trying 
to get into the large office buildings to dispose 
of their goods. 

Many young men take positions as con- 
ductors to relleve them temporarily through 
some bad luck spells. A few years ago a 
young athlete, who had been a success as a 
bicycle racer on the eastern circuit, arrived 
in Chicago up against it and broke. He 
made not less than $200 a month on the track, 
but spent every cent he made on the ponies, 
and when the interest in cycle races died he 
had no trade he could follow to earn a living. 
Uis ambition was to become an actor, and he 
had natural ability to qualify him for this 
profession, but could not land a place.

Actor Ran Car Three Weeks. 

He was down to a hard, round dime when he 
was offered a job in a small office building 
running the elevator at $8 a week. He ac- 
cepted the position and held it for three 
weeks, when he got a chance to work ina 
local stock company. Now he is one of the 
principals in the same company, making 
$40 a week, but he probably never will forget 
the time he ran the car in the little office 
building near Van Buren street. 

In a pioneer office building on South Clark 
street a few years ago when we had lots 
of gambling in Chicago, the elevator boy used 
to make $25 a week. His wages for running 
the car was only $10, but in the building were 


two poolrooms that netted him $7.50 a week 


each as a lookout. He earned the amounts, 
for many times he was able to save the pro- 
prietors from arrest when raids were made by 
giving them the signals which made their 
escape possible. 

But the average elevator man goes along in 
the same humdrum way every day, with little 
or no ambition, and no chance for advance- 
ment. The most surprising fact of all is that 
there seldom is a call for this grade of work- 
ers, for in most of the buildings they literally 
are married to their jobs, holding the po- 
sitions until they get too old to be of use in 
the modern building, when they have to take 
steps downward to positions in the smaller 
buildings where the pay is smal! and the work

Makes Fellow Workers Envious. 

“No,” the rintendent told him, not 
from point of quality, but from the point of 
quantity it is all wrong. You are turning 
out at least one-third more than you should. 

Johnson had worked in a small shop for 
several years, and he did not understand this 
strange order. 

“Ts there any law against a man working 
at his full capacity, when the more he earns 
for himself the more he makes for the com- 
pany?” he asked. 

„% Tes, the superintendent told him, 
„there is a law of this corporation to that 
effect, gnd the reasons for it are simple. Last 
week earned $31—at least a third more 
than the average man in the shop. Your 
skill and speed are breeding discontent 
among the other workmen, who don't like 
to ges you earn so much more than they can 
make. They are envious of you, and the re- 
sult is that in trying to keep up with you they 
impair the character of their work and hurt 
the discipline of the factory. We have had

two or three complaints since you came here 
concerning careless work, and we traced it 
direct to you—not to your individual output, 
but to the race your fellow workmen were 
making to keep abreast of you. Therefore 
you must go éasier. You must cut down 
your weekly earnings to 324.“

Works Harder than Ever. 

Johnson said nothing at the time, though 
he left the superintendent's office mad clear 
through. When he got home that night he 
told his wife about it, and she was madder 
than he was. It didn’t seem right to load 
aman down with lead because he was able 
to do a thing faster than somebody else. 

The following week Johnson worked grim- 
ly and rapidly, for he. was tolerably sure it 
was to be his last week's work for the con- 
cern. When pay day came he had $35 due 
him—more than he ever had earned before 
in a single week. Along with the money 
in his pay envelope, however, was a curt 
note of dismissal. Johnson had proved that 
he was too good a man for the company, and 
he wasn't wanted any longer. 

Johnson was in remarkably good spirits 
for a man who had lost his job, and was 
asked what he intended to do. 

* * 
Will Set Up for Himself. 

„Work for myself,” he answered. That's 
the only thing a self-respecting man can do, 
when he knows he’s above the average in ca- 
Dacity and yet can't get recognition. I'm 
going to start a little machine shop and I've 
already got the backing. Two or three fel- 
lows are going to put up a few hundred dol- 
lars to start the thing off, and prospects are 
good, If I can earn $35 a week for somebody 
else, I can earn $50 or $60 for myself once 
the business is started. I don’t propose to sit 
around the rest of my life and have some- 
body telling me thgt 1 must work just so 
‘fast because a lot of other fellows happen 
to be slow. When I get my shop going I 
shall work as hard and as fast as I please.” 

On the face of the thing, the attitude of the 
concern that fired Johnson was unjust, but 
from the standpoint of the manufacturer it 
meant cold, hard dollars, and dollars are 
about all that count in business.

Boss Watches What You Do.

ARELESS habits often are formed by 
the employé for the reason that they 
appear to answer. It does not seem 
as if special attention to the small 
things would be noticed by the powers 

that be. But they are. : 

Some time ago a young man went from a 
large city to take a responsible position 
with a widely known manufacturing concern 
located in a small village. The nature of the 
new businéss was entirely different from any 
in which the young man had any experience. 
He realized it. would take hard work and 
great care and detail to succeed.

In the 
large city the hours had been from 8 to 5:30.

Do Not Nag the Worker; 


Give Him a 


LOWLY but surely the business world 

is Waking up to the fact’ that it pays 

to give the employé a square deal. 

Enthusiasm, loyalty, and interest in 

the business must be obtained from 
workers at almost any figure. This decision 
ig not based on sentimentality or philan- 
thropic reasons, but because of the fact that 
it is largely in the power of the employé to 
make the dividends large or small. 

Said one manager of a big concern. on this 
point: It pays handsomely to pay liberally 
and let the worker have a fair share of the 
profits. There are salesmen in here earning 
as high as $3,000 per year selling goods over 
the counter. Every mah is hired on a weekly 
salary basis, and at the end of six months 
his sales are checked up and a check made 
out for the commission due him. 

“Firms who try to beat employés forget 
that by doing so they make lifelong enemies. 
A man will ‘knock’ a house where he was 
badly freated all the remainder of his life. 
Every employé knowe at least fifty other 
workers in his line of business and each of the 
fifty has fifth other acquaintances,” 

High grade employers state that it takes 
broad gauge men to recognize the fact that 
it is one of the most difficult things on earth 
to get $15 worth of work out af a $12 man: 
but on the other hand that a man who is 
fairly treated and shown that everything de- 
pends on himself will usually pay a bigger 
dividend on his gervices than the cheap” 
man. 

8 ss 
Trusts Pay Good Salaries. 

The big combinatons or trusts“ are rap- 
idly recognising the fact that a liberal policy 
to the employé is an investment which yields 
ample dividends. 

One of the biggest retail organizations in 
the world has a unique method of treating 
its men. Having stores in almost every city 
and town in the country it employs many 
thousands of ‘salesmen. 

A salesman is paid $12 per week tostart In. 
He works for five weeks and is then advanced 
to $14, with a commission on his sales, or 
fired. After five months more he is advanced 
to $16 per week, which with his commissions 
usually brings his salary up to §19 or §20 per 
week. 

The zeal of the salesman is aroused in this 
manner. A certain sum is fixed for a month's 
sales. If they reach this amount the com- 
mission is paid; if not, it is withheld. This 
cauges the worker to exert évery faculty to 
earn the additional money. But it one month 
be poor and the next exceptionally good, the 
two months are averaged up together and the 
back commission paid. 

But the question of money ig not all. Wise 
employers are finding out that night work 
has disastrous effects on the day work of 
employés. One of the biggest houses in Chi- 
cago some time ago voluntarily reduced the 
hours of its working force and cut out night 
work altogether as being an unprofitable 
proposition for the firm. 

Another concern which is known all over 
the civilized world a short time ago instituted

I do not believe, as a matter of good bust- 
ness policy, it pays to beat the employé down 
to less than a living wage. Even if it is pos- 
sible to hire good men for less than a fair 
compensation, it is shortsighted policy to do 
vo.

An employer who owns one of the biggest 
retail organigations in the country stated: 
It is wretched business policy to squeeze 
a worker like a lemon and then throw him 
away. It would be like having a different 
owner of this place every year or so. The 
employé gets such a mass of valuable infor- 
mation about his work in time that it pays 
to treat him well—buying his loyalty and 
good will by giving a square deal. 

I had a man who got sore about somé- 
thing a short time ago and quit. He came 
back after three months and said the other 
firm was ‘squeezing’ him. He told them he 
didn’t have to work for a house with such a 
policy, and it was evident he was willing 
to come back. I was glad to get him. He 
was well worth his salary.

Foolish te Nag at Workers. 

“TI will not have heads of departments or 
those in authority bullying workers and 
venting their ill spite on them. A man might 
just as well take money out of his pocket 
as to make a worker ‘sore’ without good 
reason. I make it a rule for any worker in 
the house to be able to interview me, and I 
see to it that I get to the bottom of the mat- 
ter, 

„No man can do his work well whose mind 
is not at rest, or who is needlessly nagged at 
and worried by those above him.“ 

The manager of a concern who introduces 
modern business methods Into offices all over 
the country on being asked about the square 
deal in business remarked:

General Increase in Salaries. 

„From my own observation, I know that 
salaries are going up. Men are much better 
paid than they were ten or fifteen years ago, 
taking into consideration that living expenses 
are higher. There can be no question the 
square deal pays. You can’t get a man to 
put hie heart into his work otherwise. 

“A man who is worrying about his salary 
does not do his work properly. We hate to 
have disgruntled people around, however 
they may disguise their dissatisfaction. Ifa 
man here is getting $200 per month and is 
entitled to $250 we let him have the increase 
as soon as possible. 

Every six months the directors go care- 
fully over the pay roll. Every worker is 
considered, and we make it to a good man’s 
interest to stay. 

The great trouble with young people, nota- 
bly boys, is that they imagine their value 
to be much greater than it actually is. I re- 
member when I was a bundle boy at 33 per 
week, I thought I was worth $5. 

“A man should be paid what he is worth 
and the standard not set by what he can ob- 
tain elsewhere. A man able to get $16 per 
week in another house logically should be 
worth §20 to his present employer. It is 
good policy to pay it, and not force the work- 
er te threaten to leave.”

With the advantage of having a main office 
where calls may be left, the big concerns 
get nearly all of the trade in their respective 
districts, for the individual expressman has 
to rely on picking up-trade at his stand and 
what he does get always is from the depot, 
never hauling to them. 

When it comes to hauling freight the 
smalier fry in the expressing business bump 
against the strong teaming concerns, who 
Own dozens of wagons and quote prices to 
dealers that the individulal éannot equal, 
The expressman gets little from this field and 
must depend on a few odd jobs to keep him 
and his horse from starvation. 

How different is the condition which existe 
today to what it was fifteen and twenty years 
ago. Then it was hard to get an express 
Wagon, and men who had reason to use this 
kind of conveyance for their business would 
have to leave their calls days ahead if they 
wanted the work done. In the days follow- 
ing the great Chicago fire most of the er- 
pressmen became rich in a short time, for 
nearly every one wanted the use of express 
wagons and were willing to pay enormous 
sums for them. There are a number of men 
in the saloon, grocery, and butcher businhess 
today or who have left their business to their 
sons who were enabled to start in their re- 
spective lines from the large amounts they 
received for the use of their wagons during 
those strenuous times just after the great 
conflagration.

gition. Employers who make an extensive 
use of want ads have learned to word them 
with sufficient adroitness to compel an an- 
sewer that will throw considerable light on the 
character and qualifications of the applicant. 
Some ads purposely are worded in such a 
way that the position offered through them is 
made to appear so undesirable that few would 


care to accept it. One advertisement read

One experienced tn newspaper or advertis- 
ing office preferred. Address H F 655, Tribune.

Think Advertiser Has Nerve. 


This ad was printed in Tus TRIBUNS a few 
weeks ago and created the impression among 
the unemployed stenographers who read it 
that “H F had no small amount of 
nerve. Knowing as they did that a stenog- 
rapher with the qualifications demanded in 
the ad would not be likely to want a position 
with such hours attached they. reasoned that 
„H F 886 must entertain some distorted 
ideas as to the value of stenographers. One 
young woman with a turn for sarcasm an- 
swered as follows: 


H F 565 Tribune—Gentlémen: I am a well 
educated, neat, experienced stenographer: speak 
four languages, always look as if I came out 
of a bandbox, and have had 11 years’ experience 
in commercial work and court reporting; am not 
afraid of work; in fact, I dote on it.

Get Trade from the First.

HE grocer who opens up in a few neigh- 
borhood generally finds trade pretty 
slow at the start. Asa rule, few cus- 
tomers enter his store, and often the 
majority of those who are first to take 
notice of his arrival on the scene of neigh- 
borhood commercial activity are the gentry 
whose credit at the old established stores in 
that part of town has about played out. It's 
always dead easy to get customers from the 
slow pay class, but these people are not the 
kind the newly arrived retail dealer in the 
necessities of life ls looking for. He wants 
the trade that pays cash, or at the least that 
settles at the end of each week or month. 
How to “cut in“ on the trade of the grocers 
who have been doing business in tnat locality 
right along for months or years is the problem 
that the newcomer has to solve; and as his 
capital usually isn’t much more than enough 
to pay for his stock of goods—sometimes even 
that is bought of the wholesaler on credit— 
and the rent ot the store for a month or two, 
hence the necessity of getting business right 
at the Jump. 

The grocer possessed of some capital over 
and above his investment sometimes doesn't 
feel that he must hurry in capturing a por- 
tion of the trade from the grocers who pre- 
ceded him in the locality in which he has 
opened up. Sometimes such an one takes 
it easy” for awhile; but the better plan is to 
begin a lively hustle from the start.

The proprietor was a man of pleasing per- 
sonality and that, combined with ability to 
talk well, made an impression that in less 
than a month bullt up for him a trade bigger 
than that enjoyed by some of the grocers 
who had been years In the neighborhood but 
never had considered it necessary to make 
an extra effort to coax business to their 
stores. At each house the new grocer called, 
he made a neat little talk and pledged him- 
self to deal liberally with his customers and 
to right all errors without argument.

HICAGO architects have announced that 
houses and flat buildings without porches 
are to be the proper thing hereafter, 
whereat there is much gloom in the ranks 
of the sweethearts.

What sense is there to a house without a porch ? 

How can the Ums and Oos exchange sweet nothings 
in a stuffy old parlor, especially on warm, moonlit 
nights, when all true sweethearts should be cozily 
swaying back and forth in a porch hammock? The 
innevation is ridiculous, and the aréhitects will be 
lucky if they escape a shower of indignant complaints.

Too Easy for the Burglars. 


The house builders advance two reasons for dispens- 
ing with the porches. They say that porches make it 
easy for burglars to get into a house in the first place, 
and that a general lack of room makes it imperative 
tO save all the available space for the other and more 
important parts of the buildings. Police statistics show 
that practically all of the burglaries are reported from 
houses with porches attached, and this, the architects 
say, has led to a general demand for porchless houses. 
Again, they point out that inasmuch as it is impossible 
to go much higher into the air or reduce the space 
between the walls of houses the only thing left for 
them to do is to cut off the porches in order to supply 
the constantly increasingedemand for more room. And 
because of these unreasonable excuses Cupid is com- 
pelled to suffer an appalling decrease in his business. 

For years and years the porch has been one of the 
little love god's old standbys, and it is doubtful if he 
will be able to make any progress after the new style 
becomes effective. With close fisted papas complain- 
ing about bloated gas bills even when porches are 
plentiful it easily can be imagined that paternal brain 
storms will rage furiously when the architects force 
all love makers into the house. What will be lost in 
gas bills, however. will be saved in hammocks, so that 
in the long run the papas will save money.

Here's the Architects’ Defense. 


Architects give various reasons for eliminating 
porches from the new fashioned houses and flats. B. 
H. Jones, who has an office in Hyde Park and who 
builds residences almost exclusively, says the demand 
for porchless houses has increased greatly within the 
last few years, and he attributes it largely to the fear 
of burglars. er 

“Since the newspapers have said so much about 
houses being entered by burglars I have found an exceed- 
ingly large number of persons who expressed a desire 
for a home without a porch,” said Mr. Jones.

In the out- 
lying districts the tendency to cut off the porches is 
not so pronounced as it is in the more congested parts 
of the city. This, I suppose, is because the people out 
that way have not heard of the latest style in houses.”

Lovers Keep Neighborhood Awake. 


Real estate dealers declare there is a demand on 
the part of elderly married couples for flat buildings 
without porches. They say that many complaints have 
been made to them about flats with porches attached, 
and that these complaints were based on the ground 
that spooning couples sitting on the porch of the ad- 
joining flat had kept the other tenants awake nigits. 

“Not long ago a man came into my office on a 
high horse on just such a complaint,” said E. G. Kenny, 
a real estate dealer at Thirty-fifth street and Grand 
boulevard. He said he and his wife had been driven 
nearly to distraction by the habits of a pair of lovers 
who met every night on the porch of the flat adjoining 
the one I had rented to him. They sat there in the 
hammock and swung and Swung and swung,’ said he, 
‘and with every swing they scraped their feet across 
the floor until sleep was all out of the question until 
they made up their minds to cut it out, which they 
never did until long after midnight.“ He was in a 
great fury, and demanded that I cancel the lease or 
give them another flat without a porch.” 

This is only a sample of the stand that has been 
takem against Cupid by the hard hearted architects. 
Will t realizing, “apparently, what they are about 
these dictators of the style in building are paving the 
way for a greatly decreased matrimonial market, and 
unless something is done to stop them there is no 
telling where the thing will end. Porches have played 
their part in love making since time began, and to 
have them suddenly eliminated would cause untold 
anguish among the ducky doves.

The 
fact that the majority of the girls who work out are of 
foreign birth is due to the reason that all the American 
servant girls have married. In Chicago alone it is esti- 
mated by the more prominent employment agents that at 
Jeast 600 servant girls marry each year. In the smaller 
‘cities the proportion is much greater, for the reason 
that the girls have better opportunities for getting ac- 
quainted with the young men. 


That Cupid and the servant girle are on terms of 
good standing is proved by the number of marriages 
between prominent men and the girls who once worked 
for them in a serving capacity. Not a few times has 
the social upper crust been pleased to call itself shocked 
because one of its members chose to select a wife from 
among the housemaids.

bias facing: It is impossible to hem a circular skirt 
satisfactorily in wash goods or silk, as the edge is so 
much wider around than even a few inches further up. 
The illustration shows how the bias bands of the plain 
blue are applied. The bands are one and one-half incnes 
wide, and go straight around in the back. The buttons 
were silver, but a less expensive button would be as 
pretty. 

The little coat can be made from a shirt waist pat- 
tern. Lay the plait just as it shows in the iNustration; 
also shape the front edges, folding the edges back when 
it is tried on until you get the right line. The seams 
can be finished either as felled or French, and a perfect 
fitting bias facing is put entirely around the edge of 
the coat. The tabs on the front have the front edges 
cut the shape of the coat. These tabs are made and 
put on before the facing. The braiding is done in sou- 
tache braid. ' 

The scarf is of a glossy yet soft and pliable black 
taffeta, finished with fringe, and this scarf can be easily 
removed when the suit is laundered. The sleeves are 
plaited into the armholes and cuffs, and the sleeves are 
put into a little straight band. Then the cuffs are made 
and blind stitched on. Cut a piece of canvas on the 
bias, about four to six inches wide, and fit it to the 
arm until the correct flare is reached. Use the canvas 
for a pattern. 

A charmingly pretty dress is shown, made of tan 
linen or chambray. The skirt has a double box piait in 
the middle of the front, and has clusters of narrow 
plaits on the sides, and the back is like the front. This 
could be cut from a circuler or gored skirt pattern— 
and the latter would be the better one. Take a five 
@orea skirt pattern, fold the material down the middle 
as before, then lay the half of the box plait and the 
extra plait, graduating the width a little; lay the plaits 
on the side, two gotng towards the back and two to- 
wards the front, and so on until you lay the plaits in 
the back, following the same principle as in the front, 
only making the plaits much deeper. The joining of 
the seams can be made to come under the plaits. The 
skirt is hemmed around the bottom, and above this hem 
are laid three inch tucks, about two inches apart. Care 
must be taken to allow enough extra length when cut- 


ting for the hem and tucks. 


The waist is on the jumper order and fastens in 
the back. It is most simple in design, but ig pretty in 
outline. The armholes are the long, straight ones, and 
two graduated widths of nainsook insertion are set in, 
The little triangular motifs are of taffeta or silk to 
match the folded belt, and can be either of black or a 
soft, dull green. This dress can be worn over any of 
the dainty lingerie waists, as well as a more dressy 
lace one. 

* * 

Another dress shown, which would be pretty for 
afternoon wear, was of rose pink cotton poplin. The 
skirt was a little full around the waist and the fullness 
was laid in a few tucks which ran down to five or six 
inches below the waist. There was a graduated circular 
fuffie around the bottom set on to the skirt with an 
inch wide nainsook beading. Black taffeta ribbon was 
run through this, finishing in the daintiest possible 
kind of a bow, a little to one side of the middle of the 
front. The waist has three small tucks laid on each 
shoulder in the front and fastens invisibly under the 
loops and ends. The neck is cut out in a deep V in 
the front and follows a round line across the back. 
This is finished also with the beading and ribbon.

A prettier way than to use the beading on either 
skirt or waist would be to out slits in the material and 
work them in buttonhole stitch. The dainty little puffed 
sleeves are finished with a deep band cuff, made to 
match the chemisette. This is made of finely tucked 
strips of lawn, joined by bands of lace insertion. The 
cuffs have a little frill of the lace on both edges. A 
twist of the ribbon is tied on the sleeves above the 
cuffs, and the bottom of the waist shows a soft fold of 
the velvet. 

* * 

To cut out a chemisette lay the back and front of the 
shirtwaist pattern together at the shoulder and cut out 
a pattern from this, having a straight edge of the paper 
next the middle of front of the pattern and cut any 
shape desired around the bottom. This, of course, does 
away with the shoulder seam. The strips of tucking 
and insertion can be laid on this pattern and made the 


right shape. 


DETAILS OF THE SHIRT WAIST. 


ow many women have been completely at sea 
regarding many of the details of a shirt waist,

117 tained if the material, both for the waist and 
the ‘butcher’s linen or interlining for the cuffs and 


arm. Often it is only necessary to stretch the arm hole 
a little on the front, near the under arm, where it 
curves the most. There always is danger of cutting an 
arm hole too low; and if a person ig not skilled in 
dressmaking, the safest way is to measure the arm hole, 
then draw a new line where you think it needs to be 
cut to, and try on and see if the line is a good one.

The neck band of a shirt waist should measure 
from end to end one and one-half inches more than the 
size of the neck. This allows for the lapping. The 
button hole in the back of the band should be cut 
across, and after one button hole has been cut in the 
band in front, also across, lap the bands exactly as it 
should go, stick a pin in at the front end of the but- 
ton hole, o it sticks into the band underneath. and 
the pin hole shows where the front edge of the but- 


ton hole should go om the other ds.

SEASONABLE NOTES. 


HE splash of color is going to give the par- 

ticular sachet of the season, that together 

with an amazing simplicity of line, an ex- 

wal Uberance of detail, although detail for the 

‘most part of a self color, and consequently 

Z difficult to appreciate when one has to pay 
for its possession. 

It is well, also, to mention here the recent addition 
of Breton embroidery to the world of stitchery. This, 
of course, as behooves its character, is worked in pale 
colors. Every one who has seen this Breton embroi- 
dery under its latest aspect is enraptured with it, and 
there is every certainty it eventually will resolve into 
the realms of linen, together with Roumanian embroi- 
dery in orthodox colorings. 

Undoubtedly among the loveliest things of the year 
will be the sole de Chine gowns deeply bordered with 
a China floral design above a pronounced striped orna- 
mentation. Sometimes the groundwork above is run 
over with a line stripe or check, while the border lends 
itself with all amiability to the fichu or kimono cor- 
sage, the whole constituting one of those robe toilets 
that, apparently costly at the outset, really are an econ- 
omy, since they exact little or no extraneous decora- 
tion beyond a touch of lace about neck and sleeves, not 
the filet or coarse crochet quality, but some soft applique 
or stamped design. Filet lace, however, in most other 
capacities is adorable. 

An idea for using it would be on a linen gown to 
have a straight panel up the front, a narrower width 
forming braces, united by a horizontal line, which fin- 
ished a square cut neck, filled in with a finely tucked 
white muslin guimpe. 

Dyed lace has reappeared upon the smartest French 
gowns and is greatly used for the decoration of ninon or 
chiffon dresses. The thick and heavy makes of lace 
are the most satisfactory when dyed and should be of 
rather a bold design. It looks excellent when inlet as 
a heavy hem to a dress of thin material and forms 
most decorative bands for the fronts of long, plain 
skirts. 
colors better than others, and fortunately takes the 
soft half tones of color quite as satisfactorily as the 
under shades. Blues, brown, and grays are the best col- 
ors for dyed lace. But the greatest care must be taken 
that the lace is of precisely the same shade as the gown, 
or it invariably has a curiously vulgar effect. When- 
ever possible, it should be dyed especially for the 
gown. 

As was the rule through the spring, the sheer, airy 
quality will cling to woman’s dress through the sum- 
mer. Silk. and cotton and all cotton combinations and 
sorts of volle prevail to a greater degree than ever. 
They also are seen in higher grades this season than 
ever because of their finish, design, color, and width. 
They are to be had in every size of striped design, 


SIMPLE SUMMER: 


HARMINGLY simple are many of the less 
elaborate dancing frocks and many bt them 
seem to owe their charm more to their frerh 
coloring and dainty finish than to expensive 
fabrics and gorgeous trimming. 

One little frock that would be charming 
for dancing or with a high neck for a garden party ‘s 
made of rose pink chiffon over taffeta. of the same 
shade, The skirt is laid in side plaits entirely around 
the waist, down to a depth of only three inches; from 
there the skirt hangs in full, soft folds. The bottom 
is finished with four one and one-half inch tucks, the 
lowest one also making the hem. Above the top one 
is a wide band of embroidered net, edged on either 
side by lace insertion, having irregular edges. The

lower half of the waist is tucked all around to match 
the skirt, and a deep V shaped piece of the net out- 
lined by the insertion, which, taking a rounding shape 
across ‘the back, finishes the upper part of the waist. 
The sleeve has both the tucks and lace, the lace com- 
ing up from underneath and the tucks being on top. 
The skirt is cut in straight lengths, and the bottom 
edge is straight also. After the hem and tucks are 
finished the skirt is pinned together across the bottom, 
then the lengths are measured from the bottom up. 
The chiffon for the waist and sleeves is tucked and 
then laid on the pattern as directed, and no underarm 
seam is needed in the chiffon, but the lining is em 
as usual. ,

Wheat Bread Good for Muscles. 

Her muscle food consists of the colored breads. 
She eats the dark brown bread of Boston; she takes 
the black Russian bread of the peasants; she nibbles 
the German bread with caraway, and she eats a great 
deal of the American graham bread. Bread of various 
kinds she considers her muscle building food. When 
walking a great deal, as she does in the summer, she 
breakfasts and lunches upon these breads, alternating 
them so that she will not get tired of them.

Don't carry weights on your hip; don’t rest heavy 
articles there, and don't try to walk with anything 
under your arm resting upon your side, which position 
is quite habitual to those who carry books or burdens. 

When vou walk try to walk straight. The walker 
who tips forward will surely spoil her walk; the tip- 
ping position will grow on her as she grows older, and 
pretty soon she will begin to stoop. And the woman 
who stoops is an old woman.

Don't walk when you feel exhausted. Take a nap 
before going out on a long tramp.

Putting in the Scallops. 

Hair that is obstinate must. be taken in 
hand for a dampening with a curling fluid. 
A good home made curler is the quince seed 
jotion, which was familiar to our grand- 
mothers. It is made by putting a pint of 
rain water in a double boiler. Into this is 
placed a tablespoon of ground quince seed. 
And to this is added a teagpoon of borax 
powder. The whole thing now is set upon the 
stove to simmer. In two or three hours it 
should: be done. There will be a slightly 
ae ointment which will make the hair 
curl. ; 

The hair is dampened with the strained 
quince seed lotion and then is put up in 
wavers. Old fashioned rolls of paper, round 
and about as big as one’s thumb, will do 
nicely. The hair is wound around the papers 
and fastened in place dy snapping rubber 
bande around the rolls. In this position the 
hair is fanned dry. 

Those who have apparatus for drying the 
hair are fortunate. Even the flatiron is bet- 
ter than nothing at all, and it is always 
handy. In Paris they use a common build- 
ing brick, which is laid in the oven and heated 
hot. The-rolle of hair are then placed upon 
it and pressed either with another hot brick

should be under pressure at jeast a full min- 
ute, and those ‘who ahm at the real scalloped 
effect often press the hair as long as five 
minutes. It is not so tiresome if one will 
read while the hair ts preseing. 


Scalloping with Tongs. | 
The hair can be ecalloped with the tongs 
if desired. And it is a quick way to, do if, 
but not an easy way. The hair should be 
curled flat on top of the head the night be- 
fore. The next morning the coil is let down 
and the hair ie shaken a few minutes io 
‘ ventilate it and make the locks fluffy. Then 
comes the scalloping process. 

The colffure is dressed as carefully as posal- 
sible. The pompadour is put up and the 
back hair is roiled over its neck coil and is 
brought up to the top of the head, where it 
is twisted flat. Puffs then are put around 
the flat knot—if a modish coiffure is desired— 
and the entire structure is epiked until it is 
sure to lie in place. Now comes the place 
where the curling tongs are used. 

The tongs should be large size and they 
should be heated evenly right down to the 
tip. The trouble im heating tongs is that 
the heat le not evenly distributed. The tongs 
heat in the middle only. The result is that 
the hair is burned in spots. To heat tongs 
evenly a gas stove is used with its circular 
flame. * 

A long, slender pipe of flame is, of course, 
better still, but this seldom can be obtained 
at home, though all hair dressers have this 
long, narrow flame upon which the curling 
irons rest while heating. 

To scallop the hair dampen it with quince 
seed lotion, let it dry for five minutes, then 
pick it up in the delicately heated tongs, and 
hold for exactly one minute. Go over the 
whole head in this manner, not forgetting 
the back of the coiffure. 

The front hair should be picked up in the 
hot tongs, held and dropped naturally in 
place. A tiny wire hairpin will hold the 
scallop. The waves can be put in so that 
they fit the shape of the head nicely without 
being either too deep or too shallow.

Then came the 
scalloping of the hair, which was done with 
three sets of tongs. : 

The first tongs, a large pair, did duty as 
undulators. The entire halr was waved 
with these tongs-and the waves were held 
until they were deep and stiff. Then a comb 
was run lightly through the waves. ~ 
The second step was performed with the 
medium sized electrical tongs, with a current 

turned into them to keep them het. The 
back of the head and the crown were waved 
with these medium sized tongs, which were 
held in place until each lock had a scallop 
planted in it to stay. , 

Then came the finishing touch with the tiny 
little tongs. Each hair around the face was 
twisted until it lay; a little ringlet, upon the 
forehead, and each little wave was pulled 
down until it made a little soft brown scal- 
lop upon the white skin. Then came the 
final touch of all, which was that of putting 
some tiny ribbon roses in the hair to form a 
coronet. 

The effect was magical in beauty. The 
matron of honor was prettier and more youth- 
ful than the bride, who looked quite stiff in 
her severe wedding veil and her orange blos- 
soms without a wave to help out.

Keeping the Hair in Scallops. 

The question of keeping the hair in scal- 
lops ie a most serious one in the summer 
time. The secret of it Mes in washing the 
superfluous dust out of the hair and curling 
it until the hair takes the natural scallop of 
its own accord. Three weeks is not an un- 
usual time for a scallop to stay in the hair, 
and there are cases where it stays in much 
longer. 

Hair done hastily will come out hastily. 
Hair put up loosely will come down. Hair 
that is done when it is damp will not stay 
in at all, and hair that is scalloped when it 
is full of dust will fall out of place almost 
immediately. 

Glycerin and water Will keep the forehead 
scallops in place. The hair is dampened with 
the fluid and is then put up in its curlers 
and pressed for five minutes or more until it 
is perfectly dry. It then must be left up 
several hours. When taken down it fall in 
little waves all along the line of the face. 

The Virgifiia wave is fashionable. The 
hair is puffed, scalloped, and dressed low. It 
is parted. 

The dowager who clings to her deep Marcel 
wave can rejoice that the wave still is popu= 
lar, but it is not quite as deep as it was. It 
is made glossy by rubbing some olly prepa- 
ration upon the brush. The hair is then 
lightly brushed with it and the wave is put 
in. The best curler is one that makes two 
waves at once. There is a deep middle undu- 
lation into which the hair ie pressed. The 
curler, of course, is heated hot to the tip. 
and the hair is pressed into it and held for 
a long time. Five minutes is none too long 
if one has the“patience to wait. The hair 
can then be becomingly pulled down in soft 
scallops. 

The hair should be its natural color, made 
glossy with some shining. preperation, with 
oll as a basis. But there is a new fad which 
is gaining ground—namely: the fad for 
shaded hair. Hair can be delicately shaded 
if one wants to shade it by dipping it lightly 
in henna tea after the shampoo. It is not 
to be advised by any means, but there are 
society women who like to shade their hair 
slightly from the.roots out.

To drop back to George M. Cohan: His 
complaint ie thet New York's first night an- 
gembieges don't laugh at him as subsequent 
ones do. “ Frappé friends are chiller than 
iey enemies,” was once his way of describ- 
ing those whom he looked at across the foot- 
lights upon the introduction of a new show 
in Broadway. In anticipation of the stony 
stare from rocky faces at “The Honey- 
mooners,” Cohan put into his topical song. 
as one of the things for Which we'd thank 
you kindly, Mr. Bingham” [meaning our 
reformatory police commissioner], a wish 
that he'd arrest those who won't smile a 
smile, much less laugh a laugh, at an open- 
ing performance. He was mistaken if he 
expected to limber up the grim visages of 
those who were accustomed to invisible 
laughter. He was so disconcerted that he 
couldn't remember the next verse of his own 
song, but stuck fast in the middle of it, 
started again at its first line with a repetition 
of iapsed memory, went off the stage, had 
a hasty consultation with the prompter, and 
came back to make a third and this time tri- 
umphant attempt to bring the song to a cli- 
max. 


There was a further disturbance of Co- 


han’s placidity leading to the salient oddity 
which I have been alming at. He is firmly 
opposed, and God bless him for that, to the 
first night usage of unreasonable encores. 
Every song, dance or other thing that is 
liked at first has to de done over and over 
until it gets to be disiiked at last. Cohan 
had made up his mind to run The Honey- 
mooners through with a celerity not to be 
haited by repetitions. In the final act the 
girl mimic that seems to be deemed essen- 
tial to a summer roof-garden show was in- 
troduced. She was Gertrude Hoffmann, a 
follower of Cissy Loftus, a long way behind, 
but nearly alongside of Elsie Janis, and an 
enjoyable impersonator. Cohan had so ar- 
ranged the action that Gertrude, instead of 
giving her imitations as an interpolation 
complete, scattered them through a half- 
hour of the play, thus allowing her time to 
dress and make up for the different carto- 
atures. But the encore idiots wouldn't catch 
the idea. They raised such a persistent row- 
de-dow after each of Gertrude’s stunts that 
the other players’ utterances were lost in the 
applause. Evidently Cohan had ordered 
them not to give way totheclamor. The con- 
sequence was that the third act of his play 
was pantomime, yet pantomimically mean- 
ingless. It was an easy guess that he got 
angry over this refusal of the people to be- 
have as he wanted them to, and that im- 
pulsively he dictated a new and resentful 
tag to the play. A rustic constable had fig- 
ured in the evening’s fun; and not Cohan, 
as custom prescribed, but the actor of that 
minor character, spoke the concluding line. 

“You,” he said, coming right down to the 
footlights and throwing his words like so 
many missiles at the audience, “are the 
wu'st lot uv guys I ever seen, an’ I'm darned 
glad this performance is over.”

Nevertheless, The Honeymooners” is a 
good Cohan show-—old witch Running for 
Office” for a libretto, but new with fresh 
songs and some originalities in the exhibition 
of girls with bovs.
